North had a well established govern- 
ment and one of the' brightest jewels 
that ever lived at the head of it, it 
bad well established industries, boMv 
mechanical and manufacturing, it bad 
the. In centlve of following the estab- 
lished flag and fighting under the 
time-honored emblems, it bad the or- 
ganized Union army and 
navy to 


blockade the ports of the entire 
south. >When we look at these advan- 
tages and then see what the South 
did, 
we are overcome with awe and 


reverence. The bravery of the south- 
ern soldiers at Cnancellorsville, at the 
Wilderness, at Fredericksburg, and at 
Gettysburg: haB called forth the ad- 
miration of the entire world, fin fact 
no braver band of men ever marched 
under the starry canopy than the men 
of the South who left their homes, 
their wives, and their children to 
fight for their rights. 


When we consider the mighty deeds 


that were done, we have to admit 
that the South was upheld by some 
high motive. That high motive was a 
clear conscience., "Thrice armed is he 
who hath his quarrel Just." The peo- 
ple of the South 
did what 
they 


thought was their duty, and the an- 
gels of heaven could have done no 
more. 


Ainother reason for their lighting so 


well is that they 'were working in de- 
fense of their .homes. "To be happy 
at -home is the ultimate result of all 
ambition; the end to which every en- 
terprise and labor tends, and of which 
every desire prompts the prosecution.' 
There is no man who will not do 
more when he realizes that the lives 
of loved ones depends upon his suc- 
cess. (Fathers, husbands, brothers, 
sweethearts, all fought with a deter- 
mination that can be aroused .only 
from a desire to protect and to save. 


But to me ithe 'bravest deeds were 


done .after the close of the terrible 
struggle in rebuilding the torn down 
South. It was then that all the man- 
hood and the divine spark 
in man 


were called Into action more than at 
any other time. To return and find 
the once beautiful home In ashes and 
the farm devastated, to find children 
starving for food and shivering for a 


ce of ctotbing to cover, their nak- 


ed 'bodies, to 'find the wife haggard, 
sick, and almost ready to breathe her 
last, I say this was more than a brave 
and trusting man could endure. 


•Again Just as the clouds of war 


had v disappeared there came a dark 
and stormy night of three or four 
years, a night in which the flower of 
American womanhood was subjected 
to the greatest insult that can t>e im- 
agined by the most brutal brain, the 
time of the carpet bag government. I 
am not quarreling with the North as 
a whole. They knew not what they 
did. But I dare say that there has 
Bever been a period of slavery in the 
history of the world in which more 
actual human humiliation, and untold 
bodily anguish bad 
to be endured 


than that the fairest flowers of the 
South, those whose faces were fairer 
than the lilies of the valley and 
whose hearts were as pure as the 
snow on the mountain peak, had to 
undergo, during the period of negro 
domination. I know not whose fault it 
was, 
but it took brave and fearless 


men to organize the Ku Klux Klan in 
direct opposition to the national laws 
and protect our mothers and our 
aunts. 


It indeed is a pleasure for any one 


to witness a meeting of these sol- 
diers to 'Whom we owe what we are. 
It Is a 'pleasure to see their glad ex- 
pression as they grasp the hands of 
comrades who stood together for four 
years and aided each other in their 
wounded condition. It is a pleasure to 
hear them talk over the exploits and 
their 'battles, ther good times and 
their hard times. Yet, too, there is a 
degree of sadness about their meet- 
ings,. Some faces usually seen will not 
be seen this year, others will not ap- 
pear again. "As the rose-tree is com- 
posed of the sweetest flowers and the 
sharpest thorns; as the heavens are 
sometimes fair and sometimes over' 
Cast, alternately 
tempestuous and, 


serene; so is the life of man inter- 
mingled with hopes and fears, with 
joys and sorrows, with pleasures and 
with pains."
